Dog Ordinance 

A. Restraint: All dogs shall be restrained from 
running at large within the limits of town, 
except when they are on the owner's or 
keeper's property or being used for hunting or 
training purposes. 

B. Penalty: Any persons, firm or corporation in 
violation of any provisions of this ordinance 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for the 1° offense. 


To Report a Fire - Dial 911 
RSA 125-N prohibits residential trash burning. 


The State of New Hampshire requires that written 
permits be obtained for all open fires at all times 
when the ground is snow covered. 

Permits may be obtained from the Auburn Fire 
Department for grass, brush, campfires, etc. 
Permits must be obtained on the day burning is to 
be accomplished. Burn when there is no wind, on 
rainy days, in a safe place and in accordance with 
the term of the permit. Burn before 9:00 a.m. and 
after 5:00 p.m. Keep some buckets of water close 
by; if wind develops, promptly extinguish the fire. 
All fires must be extinguished before you depart 
the scene. 


Snow Removal Ordinance 
Any persons found shoveling and/or plowing 
snow on to or across town roads, so to impede 
with normal snow removal operations, will be 
subject to a penalty not to exceed $25.00 per 
occurrence. 


Parking During Snow Storms 

A. From November 2™ to April 1°' of each year 
no persons shall park any motor vehicle on 
any public highway between the hours of 
11:00 p.m. and 8:00 a.m. or at any time in 
such manner as to impede snow removal 
operations. 

B. Any vehicle parking in violation of Section A 
hereof may be towed by the road agent, the 
chief of police or their agents or by an 
independent contractor engaged by the road 
agent or the chief of police. Any vehicles so 
towed shall be stored and released to the 
owner only upon payment by the owner of the 
cost of towing and storage. 

C. Any persons violating Section A hereof shall 
be subject to a penalty not to exceed twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00) for each offense.

Second: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following amendments to the 
existing Town Zoning Ordinance as proposed and recommended by the Auburn 
Planning Board, in conformance with NH RSA 675:1, et seq. and include the 
following: 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the 
Auburn Planning Board for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


Amend 3.01, Nuisance Provision, paragraph one to reference the junk yard 
licensure requirements to read as follows: 


Any use or other establishment which is persistently and materially obnoxious or 
that may be injurious or obnoxious because of the production or emission of 
smoke, fumes, dust, odor, refuse material, noise, vibration, radiation or like 
condition, or that endangers the health, safety, peace or enjoyment of the 
community, or tending to its disturbance or annoyance is prohibited. The 
accumulation of junk, as defined in NH RSA 236:112, et seq., without a certificate 
of approved location from the ZBA and a current license from the Board of 


Selectmen, or in non-conformity with the State Statutes pertaining to junk yards, 
is hereby deemed a nuisance in the Town of Auburn. The Board of Selectmen 
administer the licensing procedures set forth in NH RSA 236:111, et seq. The 
Board of Selectmen shall require site plan approval as part of the application 
process. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the 
Auburn Planning Board for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


Amend the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance to readopt the provisions of the 
Town of Auburn’s Growth Management Ordinance set forth in Section 3.09, 
Growth Management, and to accept and reaffirm the limits on growth set by the 
Ordinance. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the 
Auburn Planning Board for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


Amend 3.12, Manufactured Housing, to update the codes applicable to 
manufactured housing by adding the following to paragraph 1: 


Manufactured Housing shall be permitted in the R (Rural), R-1 (Residential-One) 
and R-2 (Residential-Two) districts. The Manufactured Housing shall be sited on 
the lot such that it conforms to all Zoning Requirements for a single family 
dwelling. Additionally, it shall be positioned to obtain the most benefit from 
natural screening. Only permanent installation where the travel wheels have 
been removed shall be allowed. Permanent foundations shall be provided in the 
Same manner as for a dwelling. All Manufactured Housing shall comply with and 
be cited in accordance with NH RSA 205-D, Manufactured Housing Installation 
Standards, Article 3.15 Flood Plain Development Regulations, and the National 
Plumbing Code. In the event of a conflict in the above codes the more stringent 
shall apply. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the 
Auburn Planning Board for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


Amend 4.03, District Boundaries and Zoning Maps, to change the date of the 
Zoning Map reference to December 8, 2006. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 as proposed by the 
Auburn Planning Board for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


Amend 7.01, Building Code and Building Permit, #.1 to add the following:

All construction shall be in compliance with the most current versions of the State 
Building Codes and Standards referenced in NH RSA 155-A. 

All modular housing shall comply with modular building standards, NH RSA 205- 

ce, 

Where two or more codes are in conflict with one another, the Building Inspector 
shall apply the strictest of the code provisions. The Building Inspector shall post 
a list of the applicable codes in the Town of Auburn and shall update that list with 
the most current versions of each of the above-referenced codes. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 6 as proposed by the 
Auburn Planning Board for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: 


Amend 7.01, Building Code and Building Permit, #11 to reference NH RSA 153 
relative to gas pipe fitter certification, to read as follows: All non single family 
detached dwelling installations shall be performed by a fuel gas fitter licensed in 
accord with NH RSA 153:27, et seq. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 7 as proposed by 
petition of the voters for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amend 7.09, Power Burner, Fireplace, Furnace and Oil Tank Permits, #5, to 
revise the fee to $25.00. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 8 as proposed by 
petition of the voters for the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amend Article 2, Definitions, 2.02, Words and Terms, #29, by deleting the current 
definition and replacing it with the following. 


29. Elderly Housing: Elderly housing shall mean a development including 
housing and allowed support facilities developed in accordance with the Elderly 
Housing Regulations found at Article 3, paragraph 25 of the Auburn Zoning 
Ordinance. 


Amend Article 3, General Provisions, to add the following section. 


3.25 Elderly Housing Regulations 


A. Objectives and Characteristics: 


The Elderly Housing Regulation is designed to permit an increased 
residential density greater than allowed with conventional development of 
the R, R-1, R-2 and C-2 districts and to set criteria that assures a project 
for the elderly will address the needs specific to the residents of the 
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project. These Elderly Housing regulations supercede conflicting 
regulations as to dimensional requirements (including but not limited to lot 
size, frontage requirements, setbacks and buffer zones) and design 
standards found in the Town of Auburn Zoning Ordinance or other Town 
regulations. Nevertheless, all building codes applicable to non-elderly 
housing shall also be applicable to elderly housing. 


All elderly housing developments under this section must be established 
and maintained in compliance with the Fair Housing Act, as amended, 42 
USC Sec. 3601 et seq. The Board may require assurance of compliance 
with the Act by deed restriction or other instrument as a condition of 
approval. “Such assurance may consist of a written plan submitted by the 
Developer, which sets forth (1) the regulations under the Fair Housing Act 
whereby a project may lawfully discriminate in favor of elderly residents, 
and (2) how the Developer does or proposes to comply with such 
requirements, including covenants and other deed restrictions and other 
to-be-recorded agreements.” 


B. Uses: 


Permitted Uses 
1. Elderly Housing Units 
2. Elderly Housing Support Facilities 


C. Definitions: The following words and terms pertain only to the Elderly 
Housing Regulations. All words and terms not defined here will 
assume the definition found elsewhere in the Zoning Ordinance. 


1 Home Site: That portion of the Elderly Housing Project 
upon which dwelling units are constructed. The area of land for 
each home site shall be shown on the site plan, but shall not 
require metes and bounds or be recorded as a separate deed, 
unless the lot is owned with the dwelling unit. 


2: Open Space: Open Space is that portion of the Elderly 
Housing Project open and unobstructed from its lowest level to the 
sky, excluding land occupied by buildings, structures, roads, drives, 
sidewalks and delineated home sites. Where no separate right-of- 
way Is delineated for private streets, only the pavement areas of the 
street, curbs and sidewalks are excluded. Walkways and trails 
integral to the open space areas that are not curbside sidewalks 
shall be considered open space. A minimum of 30% of the 
required open space shall be useable lands. Up to 50% of the 
required open space can be wetlands or water bodies.

Useable Land: Land which is not a water body, wetland, or 
steep slope exceeding 25 percent. 


Regulations and Design Criteria: 


Project Size: The minimum size of tract land for an elderly housing 
development shall be twenty-five (25) usable acres. The tract shall 
have a minimum of fifty (50) foot frontage on a Class v or better 
road. If in the discretion of the Planning Board, a second access or 
exit road is required for traffic circulation or safety, then the 
Planning Board shall require a minimum of fifty (50) foot of 
additional frontage on a Class V or better road. 


Open Space: Open space shall be greater than 50 percent of the 
Elderly Housing Project tract or lot. 


Building Set Back: Each multi-unit building shall have a minimum 
separation of sixty (60) feet from any other building unless there is 
an accessible fire hydrant located in accord with fire codes, in 
which case each multi-unit building shall have a minimum 
separation of twenty (20) feet. Each building shall have a minimum 
setback of thirty (30) feet from the edge of pavement of the internal 
road system. There shall be a set back of fifty (50) feet from 
existing public roadways for all support structures and one hundred 
(100) feet for all Single Family and Multi-Unit structures. 


Buffers: The planning board shall establish criteria for a buffer 
zone around the entire perimeter of the Elderly Housing Project site 
based on the following: 


Topographic features of the site and adjacent sites; 

Use or zoning classification of abutting land; 

Degree of visual barrier provided by the proposed buffer; and 
Degree of screening provided by the developer.

In no event shall the buffer zone be less than the following: 


Adjacent Zone or Use Single Family Multi-Unit 
R, R1, R2 Fifty (50) feet One Hundred (100) feet 
C1, C2 Fifty (50) feet One Hundred (100) feet

Fifty (50) feet One Hundred (100) feet 


Parking: There shall be two (2) parking spaces per dwelling 
unit.

A site specific floor plan shall be part of the approval process 
and all designs shall reflect a full time occupancy of no greater than 
two residents per unit, in accordance with paragraph 11. 


Allowed Support Facilities: During the Planning Board's plan review 
hearings, the needs of the elderly shall receive _ priority 
consideration when allowing any support facilities. Support 
facilities for the Elderly Housing Project may include, but shall not 
be limited to the following: 


a. Church, chapel, or other place of worship 

b. Neighborhood market, not to exceed 3000 square feet 
ey Recreational facilities, such as card rooms, swimming 
pool, meeting room, video room, music room and the like, 

d. Postal sub-station 

e. Medical sub-station such as first aid, pharmacy, circuit 
health care and the like, 

f. Library 

g. Circuit Veterinary Care, 

h. Florist, 

i. 


Coffee Shop, not to exceed 3000 square feet. 


Site Ownership: At the time of application, the entire site shall either 
be under one owner, or documents shall be submitted with the 
application that show all owners of record have applied to the 
Planning Board for consolidation, pending approval of the site plan. 


Agreements, Restrictions and Provisions: All deed 
restrictions, condominium documents, homeowner association 


documents, organizational provisions and other agreements for the 
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methods of management and maintenance of common lands, 
roads, utilities and support facilities shall be approved by the 
Planning Board. The site must be made subject to permanent 
recorded covenants describing the occupancy of each household. 
The authority and obligation of enforcement is left to the owner or 
owners’ association. Additionally, the authority, but not the 
obligation, to enforce deed restrictions or other agreements referred 
to in this paragraph shall be granted to the Town of Auburn. 


11.QOccupancy: The recorded covenants shall describe the occupancy 
of the development as one of the following: 


a. The development shall be recorded as having 100 percent of the 
dwelling units occupied with at least one person 55 years or older 
and no one under 18 years of age. 

b. The development shall have 80 percent of the units occupied 
with one person 55 years of age or older and no one under 18 
years of age. The remaining 20 percent may be occupied by 
persons 18 years of age or older. 

c. The development shall have 80 percent of the units occupied 
with one person 55 years of age or older and no one under 18 
years of age. The remaining 20 percent may be occupied by any 
age person or persons. 


12.Road_ Construction: All roads, sidewalks and drives shall be 
privately owned and maintained. Street construction shall be in 
accordance with Sub-Division Regulations of the Planning Board. 
Easements for emergency access and relief from liability shall be 
given to the Town in a form acceptable to Town counsel. 
Sidewalks shall be included satisfactory to the Planning Board. 


13.Review: Any proposed elderly housing development shall be 
subject to the “Non-Residential Site Plan Review Regulations” as 
well as the “Subdivision Regulations” of the Town of Auburn, as 
amended. 


14. Density: Maximum density shall be determined as follows: 


a. From the gross tract area subtract the following: slopes 
greater than 25 percent, wetlands, streams and bodies of water. 
The remaining tract area is the “net tract area” and shall be 
used for density calculations. 

b. Elderly Project developments with Public Utility Commission 
regulated public water system and sewer may have a density of 
no greater than six (6) dwelling units per acre of “net tract area’. 
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c. All projects without regulated sewer and water shall have a 
maximum density calculated based on using the State of New 
Hampshire criteria for flowage for housing for the elderly on a 
per bedroom basis and dividing the result into the capacity of 
the site and adding a safety factor of eighty (80) percent. An 
area or areas Shall be set aside in perpetuity and designated for 
sewage disposal. Its capacity shall be determined for 
acceptance of leachate on a site specific basis. 


15.Maximum Number of Units: The total number of elderly housing 
units approved under the provisions of this ordinance shall not 
exceed 10 percent of the total number of non-elderly housing units 
then currently existing in the town. This requirement shall be 
reviewed by the Planning board on an annual basis to determine 
the need for elderly housing in the region and the town’s 
proportionate share. 


16. Special Design Features of Dwelling Units and Support Facilities: In 
addition to complying with all requirements of the building code, all 


dwelling units and support facilities shall have the following 
features: 


a. Outlets to be placed a minimum of 24 inches above the floor. 

b. All interior and exterior doors to be a minimum of 36 inches 
wide. 

c. All doors to have lever style openers. 

d. All railings to have a second hand rail at 32 inches from the 

floor.

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A. Objectives and Characteristics 


The Elderly Housing Regulation is designed to permit an increased residential density greater 
than allowed with conventional development of the R-, R-1, and R-2 districts and to set criteria 
that assures a project for the elderly will address the needs specific to the residents of the project. 


All elderly housing developments under this section must be established and maintained in 
compliance with the Fair Housing Act, as amended, 42 USC Sec. 3601 et seq. The Board may 
require assurance of compliance with the Act by deed restriction or other instrument as a 
condition of approval. “Such assurance may consist of a written plan submitted by the 
Developer, which sets forth (1) the regulations under the Fair Housing Act whereby a project may 
lawfully discriminate in favor of elderly residents, and (2) how the Developer does or proposes to 
comply with such requirements, including covenants and other deed restrictions and other to-be- 
recorded agreements.” 


B. Uses 
Permitted Uses 


1. Elderly Housing Units 
2. Elderly Housing Support Facilities 


a Definitions: The following words and terms pertain only to the Elderly Housing 
Regulations. All words and terms not defined here will assume the definition found 
elsewhere in the Zoning Ordinance. 


1: Home Site: That portion of the Elderly Housing Project upon which the dwelling 
units are constructed. The area of land for each home site shall be shown on the 
site plan, but shall not require meets and bounds or be recorded as a separate 
deed. 

2: Open Space: Open Space is that portion of the Elderly Housing Project open and 
unobstructed from its lowest level to the sky, excluding land occupied by 
buildings, structures, roads, drives, sidewalks and delineated home sites. Where 
no separate right-of-way is delineated for private streets, only the pavement areas 
of the street, curbs, and sidewalks are excluded. Walkways and trails integral to 
the open space areas that are not curbside sidewalks shall be considered open 
space. A minimum of 30% of the required open space shall be usable land. Up 
to 50% of the required open space can be wetlands or water bodies. 

3: Useable Land: Land which is not a water body, wetland, or steep slope 
exceeding 25%. 


D. Regulations and Design Criteria 


l. Project Size: Minimum size of tract land for an elderly housing development 
shall be 25 useable acres. This tract shall have a minimum of fifty (50) foot 
frontage on a Class V road or better, and at the discretion of the Planning Board, 
a second fifty (50) foot frontage on a Class V road or better may be required for 
traffic circulation or safety. 

Zz Open Space: Open space shall be greater than 50% of the Elderly Housing 
Project tract or lot. 
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Building Set Back: Each multi-unit building shall have a minimum separation 
from any other building of sixty (60) feet. Each single family dwelling shall 
have a minimum separation from any other building of sixty (60) feet without 
fire hydrants or twenty (20) feet with fire hydrants. Each building shall have a 
minimum setback of thirty (30) feet from the edge of pavement of the internal 
road system.

Degree of visual barrier provided by the proposed buffer; and, 
Degree of screening provided by the Developer. 
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In no event shall the buffer zone be less than the following:

C-1, C-2 50 feet 100 feet 
I 50 feet 100 feet 


Parking: There shall be two (2) parking spaces per dwelling unit. The Planning 
Board shall carefully consider the location of the parking spaces and the parking 
areas access to the unit it serves with consideration of use by the elderly. 
Building Height: Building height shall be limited to one story unless the 
following criteria are met: 


a. The second floor has an at-grade access, or 
b. The second floor is served by an elevator. 


The maximum building shall not exceed thirty-five (35) feet. 


Dwelling Unit: The standard dwelling unit will have a maximum of two 
bedrooms. The minimum dwelling size shall be 970 square feet. A site specific 
floor plan shall be part of the approval process and all designs shall reflect a full 
time occupancy of no greater than two residents per unit. The project population 
shall not exceed an average of two persons per unit per site. 

Allowed Support Facilities: During the Planning Board’s plan review hearings, 
the needs of the elderly shall receive priority consideration when allowing any 
non-residential support facilities. Support facilities for the Elderly Housing 
Project may include, but shall not be limited to the following: 


a. Non-denominational chapel; 
Neighborhood market; 

oe Recreational facilities, such as card rooms, swimming pool, meeting 
room, video room, music room and the like; 

d. Postal sub-station; 
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2. Uses 


e] Medical sub-station such as first aid, pharmacy, circuit health care and 


the like; 
f. Library 
g. Circuit Veterinary Care. 


Site Ownership: At the time of application, the entire site shall either be under 
one owner, or documents shall be submitted with the application that show all 
owners of record have applied to the Planning Board for consolidation, pending 
approval of the site plan. 

Agreements, Restrictions, and Provisions: All agreements, deed restrictions and 
organizational provisions for the methods of management and maintenance of the 
common land, roads, utilities, and support facilities shall be approved by the 
Planning Board. The site must be made subject to permanent recorded covenants 
that each household must be occupied by at least one person 55 years of age or 
older and the authority and obligation of enforcement is left to the owner or the 
owners’ association. Additionally, the authority to enforce, but not the obligation 
to, is granted to the Town of Auburn. 

Road Construction: All roads, sidewalks and drives shall be privately owned and 
maintained. Street construction shall be in accordance with Subdivision 
Regulations of the Planning Board. Easements for emergency access and relief 
from liability shall be given to the Town in a form acceptable to Town Counsel. 
Sidewalks shall be included satisfactory to Planning Board. 

Review: Any proposed elderly housing development shall be subject to the 
“Non-Residential Site Plan Review Regulations” of the Town of Auburn, as 
amended. 

Density: Maximum density shall be determined as follows: 


a. From the gross tract area subtract the following: slopes greater than 25 
percent, wetlands, streams and bodies of water. The remaining tract area 
is the “net tract area” and shall be used for density calculations. 

b. Elderly Project developments with Public Utility Commission regulated 
municipal water and sewer may have a density of no greater than six (6) 
dwelling units per acre of “net tract area”. 

Cs All projects without regulated sewer and water shall have a maximum 
density calculated based on using the State of New Hampshire criteria 
for flowage of housing for the elderly on a per bedroom basis and 
dividing the result into the capacity of the site and adding a safety factor 
of eighty (80) percent. An area or areas shall be set aside in perpetuity 
and designated for sewage disposal. Its capacity shall be determined for 
acceptance of leachate on a site specific basis.

Chief Picard moved Article Five. Selectman Anderson seconded the article. There being 
no discussion, vote was taken and the moderator declared Article Five passed. 


Sixth: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) to support the annual “Star Spangled Forever — Honoring Those Who 
Serve” Parade, and to authorize this cost to be placed in the Selectmen’s budget as an 
annual expense. (Recommended by Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the 
Budget Committee) 


Article Six was moved by Selectman David Anderson and seconded by Richard 
Vecchione. After limited discussion, vote was taken and Article Six passed. 


Seventh: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) to be used for the completion of the Solid Waste/Incinerator site closure and the first 
year of applicable monitoring fees. The $50,000 will be transferred from the unexpended fund 
balance (surplus) as of December 31, 2005.

Captain Steve Vanni and training officer for the Auburn Fire Department addressed the meeting 
on behalf of Chief Bruce Phillips who was away at a training academy. Capt Vanni stated that 
this article is not a request from the fire department. Well meaning and supportive members of 
the community brought forth this request. Past data does not support the need for such an item, 
however, the department is grateful for the support. 


Steve Vanni made a motion to postpone this article indefinitely. Motion was seconded by 


Norman Bouley, submitter of the article. Vote was taken and motion passed. 
Article Eight was postponed indefinitely. 
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Ninth: By Petition: We the undersigned residents of Auburn, New Hampshire, support the 
allocation of One hundred ninety thousand dollars ($190,000) to convert the former Fire House 
located at 55 Raymond Road to be used as a “Community Center” by such groups as our “Senior 
Citizens,” Lions Club, Boy-Girl-Cub Scouts, etc. (Petition was submitted and signed by at least 
twenty-five certified petitioners) (Not Recommended by the Board of Seletmen) (Not 
Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Selectman Eaton moved Article Nine and Selectman Anderson seconded. Mr. Eaton stated that 
the Board had an engineer and architect look at the building. The recommendation was to take 
down the building. A community center is a valid idea for the future. 


Norman Bouley moved to postpone this article indefinitely. James Fusco seconded the motion. 
Vote to postpone was in the affirmative and Article Nine was postponed indefinitely. 


Tenth: By Petition: We the undersigned residents of Auburn, New Hampshire, while 
believing in the importance of conservation, request that all monies paid in lieu of the 
“Current Use” Property Tax that is currently and “Solely” being paid to the Conservation 
Commission be redirected into the town’s “General” fund to be used for the betterment of 
our town, such as a “Community Center, Side Walks, etc. (Petition was submitted and 
signed by at least twenty-five certified petitioners) (Recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Article Ten moved by Norman Bouley; seconded by Richard Eaton. Petitioners Bouley 
and Eaton each spoke to the article. Discussion ensued.

Lewis Theos moved Article Thirteen as written. Peter Miles seconded the motion. 
After limited discussion, vote was taken and the moderator declared Article Thirteen

warrant articles. 
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Fourteenth: To transact any other business that may legally come before the Town 
Meeting. 


Selectman David Anderson was presented a granite plaque in the shape of New 
Hampshire for his dedicated and diligent service to the Town of Auburn as Selectman 


2000 — 2006. He received a standing ovation. 


Harland Eaton thanked all the volunteers on boards and committees for their time and 
effort and asked those present to stand and be recognized. 


Peter Miles moved to adjourn. Susan Jenkins seconded. The meeting was adjourned at 
4:20PM.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


It is my pleasure to be able to submit this report to the residents of Auburn as your Town 
Administrator. During the past year we have been able to focus a significant amount of 
time on internal efforts and operations that are not always visible to folks outside of the 
Town Hall. 


As you all know, Auburn, like most communities throughout New Hampshire, experienced 
flooding conditions in May as a result of extensive rains. While Road Agent Mike Dross 
worked to repair the Town roads damaged during the flood conditions, we spent 
considerable hours with state and federal emergency management officials documenting 
costs of road and property damage. As a result, the Town of Auburn was approved for 
$452,562.30 in flood damages costs... .. of which $341,487.49 was coming from the 
federal government, while $55,196.34 would be from state funds and $55,196.34 would be 
from local funds. State legislators are considering capping the municipal expenses at 
$5,000, which would result in an additional $50,000 in state funds for Auburn. 


A significant amount of time was spent looking at the Town’s various personnel policies, 
rules and practices. Over time, different policies were put in place for Town employees, 
for employees of the Police Department, as well as the Library. An effort was made to 
combine the three existing polices into one, and to update that policy into one 
comprehensive personnel plan for the Town of Auburn. While not perfect, the document 
was completed in draft form by the end of 2006 and was scheduled to be jointly adopted by 
the Board of Selectmen, Library Trustees and Police Commissioners during January 2007. 


In the fall, Budget & Finance Coordinator Linda Small of Pittsfield resigned her position in 
order to pursue a different career path. Linda’s six-year tenure with the Town resulted in 
considerable improvements in the Town’s finance and bookkeeping efforts, which I 
believe, are exemplary. Through an open recruitment effort, the Town was very fortunate 
to find Adele Frisella Brown of Litchfield for this position. An Auburn native, Adele 
brings more than 25 years of bookkeeping and accounting experience to the position. She 
is a welcomed addition to the Town Hall staff, and has easily picked up where Linda left 
off in terms of accounting for the Town’s finances. 


As I indicated last year, being Auburn’s first Town Administrator is a privilege that I 
recognize and appreciate. The responsibility is one I take seriously, while recognizing this 
is your community. My role is to work with and assist the town’s elected officials in their 
responsibilities to govern the community, and to then work with town employees to carry 
through on their decisions. 


Thank you for the continued opportunity to be a part of the Town of Auburn.

They have been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statements taken as a whole.

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BUILDING INSPECTOR’S REPORT -— 2006 


The past construction season saw a significant slow down in the number of new home 
permits requested. After a decade of steady growth 2006 proved to be rather quiet on the 
new home construction end with only 11 permits requested for single family homes. We 
did see an increase in the number of accessory dwelling unit or “in-law apartment” 
requests with 4 units being permitted. 


Overall 357 permits were issued over the course of the year compared to 471 in 2005, 
generating a total revenue of $46,965.19 through permit fees. A jump in the revenue can 
be attributed to a change in the permit fee structure, which the Auburn Planning Board 
approved in June of 2006. 


Residents are reminded that permits are required before beginning any construction, 
alteration or repairs other than normal maintenance. Permits are required for new 
structures including sheds and above ground or on the ground swimming pools. _ It is 
suggested that you call or visit the building inspector’s office 1f you have any questions. 
Our office is now located on the basement floor of the Town Hall Building. Office hours 
are Monday through Thursday mornings from 8:30 — 12 noon. Inspections are conducted 
in the afternoon after office hours.

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REPORT OF THE AUBURN CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Auburn Conservation Commission meets on the second Tuesday of the month from May through 
September and on the second Thursday of the month from October through April. Agendas and dates of 
the meetings are posted on the Auburn website, www.auburnnh.us 


The Conservation Commission is regularly represented at Planning Board meetings. Many developments 
in Auburn effect wetlands and developers often request waivers from the required setbacks to wetlands. 
The Commission attempts to weigh the values of the effected wetlands and the possible detrimental impacts 
of development and then makes suggestions to the Planning Board as to whether a waiver should or should 
not be granted. 


The Open Space Committee, a subcommittee of the conservation commission, has been busy finishing up a 
conservation easement on a new parcel on Pingree Hill Road. This easement, in addition to an earlier 
easement, creates a contiguous land area of over 100 acres that are now protected from any future 
development. 


During the Community Profile held on November 4th, it was determined that a committee would be formed 
to address the Manchester Water Works land that is located in Auburn. Paul Raiche was named as the 
chair of this new committee, and it was decided that the Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board and the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment will be approached for support in this effort. It was also suggested that the 
Manchester Water Works be contacted and informed of the creation of the committee. The Manchester 
Water Works has expressed a willingness to participate in the committee. 


The conservation commission was also very involved in suggesting changes to the Natural Resources 
chapter of the Master Plan. The Community Profile survey revealed continued strong support for open 
space conservation and maintenance of rural character.

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AUBURN FIRE DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT 2006 


During the 2006 year the Auburn Fire Department was faced with several challenges. Not 
only were we faced with an increase in call volume, but also we found ourselves taxed 
during the Mothers Day flooding. We found that our dedicated personnel spent countless 
hours manning the station 1n an attempt to assure the townspeople that they had excellent 
coverage. Between the full-time fire fighters and the call fire fighters, the membership 
answered more than 40 calls in just over a two-day period. Our department not only 
manned the Auburn Emergency Operation Center and responded to flooded basements, 
but also spent days after the flooding handing out kits that helped with cleanup and mold 
control. 


As with every year our organization stays involved with Town affairs and makes every 
attempt to see that the Towns interest is our Number | priority. When it’s time to flood 
the skating rink we’ll wait until the temperatures are well below freezing so that we can 
get a good freeze and the ice is good for the skaters. We send our members out during 
extended heat waves and sub zero cold spells to be sure that our elderly are ok and their 
needs are taken care of and that they’re safe. Our fire prevention program has been taken 
to the schools and has started to extend to our commercial population. We are offering 
CPR classes and have begun to offer fire safety programs to local residents and 
commercial establishments. With the help of Elizabeth Scholbe, a local resident, we’re 
looking to help her with the 2" Annual Auburn Road Side Clean-up in the spring and 
hopefully bring the town together to show its dedication to a clean Town. 


As with every year, we offer an open door policy and encourage the town’s people to 
come down and see what we have to offer.

HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT — 2006 


The Town of Auburn Health officials are available to answer questions regarding general 
public health matters. In recent years there has been a lot of information in the media 
regarding many public health issues. As local officials with limited resources we rely on 
State agencies and surrounding communities to share information and expertise. 


With the spring 2006 flooding there were concerns of well contamination, mold 
infestations and failed septic systems. Information pamphlets were posted within town 
hall and on the Auburn web site which directed residents to “how to” steps to properly 
clean and dry out flooded areas and signs to watch for that may indicate mold problems. 


The spring and summer months also brought out the mosquitoes and the risks of Triple E 
and West Nile Virus. Again information is available that reminds residents how to 
protect themselves from exposure to these illnesses. It 1s stressed that people dress 
properly (cover exposed areas) and use insect repellents when outdoors. Removing 
standing water around your home, which can harbor insect larvae, can be an effective 
way of limiting the risk around your home. 


With fall and winter months we are reminded of influenza and norovirus and the threat 
they pose especially to the very young and old of our population. Proper sanitary 
practices are stressed — washing hands and working surfaces. 


Town offices receive emergency public health notices via e-mail through the New 
Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services as well as the Manchester Health 
Department on a regular basis. We are your local resource to ask questions or offer 
direction to the proper State Agency if you have a matter concerning public health, foster 
care inspections, childcare inspections and various testing guidelines relative to water and 
air quality.

2006 has been a busy year. The Planning Board is working in conjunction with Southern 
New Hampshire Planning Commission to revise and update the Master Plan. Workshops 
are held monthly, on the fourth Wednesday. The Plan should be completed by mid 2007. 
The Board will also revisit the Subdivision and Site Plan Regulations and take a more 
comprehensive look at the Zoning Ordinance once the Master Plan is complete. The 
Capital Improvement Plan will also be reviewed and updated to meet the future needs of 
the town. 


As part of the Master Plan process, UNHCE partnered with a Steering Committee made 
up of local residents and business owners to facilitate a Community Profile. This was a 
one-day visioning session intended to provide direction and focus as to how the residents 
would like to see Auburn grow and progress 1n the future. The profile documents are 
posted on the town website and are also available for viewing at the Planning Office. 


Public meetings are generally held every Wednesday evening at 7:00 p.m., with Public 
Hearings held on the third Wednesday of the month, beginning at 7:30 p.m. The 
Planning Board has established a submission schedule for public hearings, which can be 
found under the Forms and Regulations section of the Town of Auburn website. All 
meetings are open to the public, and the Planning Board welcomes public involvement in 
the planning process.

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AUBURN POLICE 
Town Report 2006 


Each year passes with lightning speed, and 2006 was no exception. Over the recent 
history of the Auburn Police Department, we have handled between 7500 to 8000 calls 
for service. In 2006 we remained consistent to those averages by handling 7597 calls for 
service. That averages out to just over twenty calls a day, keeping our Officers very busy. 
Fortunately the full time Officers of the Auburn Police Department have between 
seventeen and twenty-eight years of law enforcement experience with the exception of 
our newest Officer, Christopher Beaule. Chris came to us after working about four years 
for the Candia Police Department. He was hired to fill the vacancy when Officer Dave 
Fletcher retired from full time police work, after more than twenty years of service to 
Derry and Auburn. 


One “crime spree” during the months of July and August came to a halt due to the 
eighteen years of experience of Master Patrolman Dave Garofano. Auburn and the 
surrounding communities were having a large number of vehicles stolen . Officer 
Garofano works primarily the midnight shift and started tracking a pattern of how these 
crimes were happening. Late in August his diligence paid off when he tried to stop a 
vehicle with five young men in it. The result was a high-speed chase, a crash, the 
recovery of a stolen vehicle, and the arrest of the five young men. The end result is that 
there have been no stolen vehicles from Auburn since that time. 


Two other areas that really benefited by the experience of our Officers, were the number 
of burglaries in town, and the amount of motor vehicle activity generated from our Court 
Approved Sobriety Check Points. First, the burglaries in town only totaled twelve, with 
half of them being solved. The burglaries that were solved were a direct result of great 
police work by our experienced police officers. Second, the Court Approved Sobriety 
Check Points generated incredible numbers when they were conducted. These check 
points were funded by a State of New Hampshire grant and monitored by the State. The 
Auburn Police Department ran these check points the same night as other jurisdictions. 
Without fail, the Auburn Police Department produced a high number of stops, and 
usually lead the other jurisdictions in the number of actual arrests that were made. To add 
to the success of these check points, are the glowing reviews we received from the people 
that were stopped during a sobriety check. 


The thing that the citizens of Auburn have gained through its Police Department is the 
knowledge that it is always professional, and greatly respected throughout the law 
enforcement community. For example, during 2006 the Auburn Police Department 
worked in conjunction with many Massachusetts Agencies, including the Massachusetts 
State Police, the City of Lynn, and the City of Andover. We continue to have a working 
relationship with the FBI, United State Secret Service, ATF, and the DEA. Each member 
of the department is urged to have an open door policy with any law enforcement agency 
that needs our assistance. 
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Early during the month of October, we all grieved the loss of Manchester Police Officer 
Michael Briggs. Officer Briggs was shot in the line of duty during a “routine check” of a 
suspicious person on a dark city street. This loss saddened the law enforcement 
community across the country. It brought home the reality of what a police officer does, 
and the dangers that exist on a daily basis. It was especially hard on the Auburn Police 
Officers, because many of us personally knew Michael. Also, each and every Auburn 
Officer has made those same types of suspicious person checks 1n the middle of the night 
by himself. In many cases, because we share a large border with Manchester, the person 
being checked is the same person Manchester Officers have checked. 


Through this sadness, the Auburn Police Department was reminded of one very important 
fact that has existed for many, many years. The outpouring of support from the citizens of 
Auburn was heart warming. We received letters, cards, and baskets of fruit, flowers, 

food, and many other gifts that showed that we were appreciated by the people we serve. 
This has touched us, and it is just one of the reasons that we will continue to serve the 
Town of Auburn in a professional manner that you expect and deserve.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


The year 2006 was an interesting one indeed. Nearly two months after being elected Road 
Agent, we experienced the May floods that kept us busy literally through the remainder of 
the year. Coupled with planned road reconstruction efforts, an unexpected problem with 
the bridge on Old Candia Road and general summer & winter maintenance work -- 2006 
was a busy year. 


The so-called “Mothers’ Day Floods” that hit New Hampshire found its way into Auburn, 
with nearly 30 different Town roads affected to some degree. While most residents will 
likely remember Manchester Road in the center of town being closed for a week due to 
water over-topping the bridge, there was significant water and drainage damage on 
roadways throughout the town. Depot Road sustained the most significant damage, 
resulting in the road being closed for the remainder of the year. Spofford Road and Tower 
Hill Road were perhaps the next most severely damaged, with other roads varying from 
there. Federal and state officials certified approximately $450,000 worth of flood-related 
work for Auburn. 


Beyond the flood-related work, the largest single project handled in 2006 was the 
reconstruction of approximately a mile of Eaton Hill Road — from the intersection with the 
Raymond Road to the intersection with Coleman Road. The project was challenging due to 
the unexpected volume of unsuitable materials found in the road base and the handling of 
drainage on the road. We had been able to get an early jump on the work in late April and 
early May, only to have the floods force us to close down work efforts until July. Still, the 
project finished timely. 


We would like to remind all residents you should please keep items out of the Town’s 
Right-of-Ways (ROW), especially during winter months, so as not to hamper road 
maintenance efforts. Unfortunately, if you leave vehicles, fencing and other property 
unattended 1n the ROW or near the road, there is a chance of damage. 


During 2006, the following work on Town roads was completed: Reconstruction of Eaton 
Hill Road; Shim and Overlay of portions of Hooksett Road, Rattlesnake Road, Pondview 
Road and Gardner Road; and temporary repair to box culvert bridge on Old Candia Road. 
In 2007, we are looking at potential road improvement projects on Chester Turnpike, 
Dearborn Road, Hill Haven Road, Margate Drive, Old Candia Road and Priscilla Lane. 


I would like to thank the operators who assisted the Town of Auburn during the past year 
for their devoted services to the town. They work many long hours that benefit all of us. | 
would also like to thank the Department heads and the Town Hall staff for their 
contributions in making this a great joint effort and a fine place to live.

SOUTHERN NEW HAMPSHIRE PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission has a wide range of services and resources 
available to help the dues-paying members deal with a variety of municipal issues. Technical 
assistance 1s provided by a professional staff whose expertise is, when necessary, supplemented 
by consultants who are selected for their specialized skills or services. Each year, with the 
approval of your appointed representatives, the Commission staff designs and carries out 
programs of area-wide significance that are mandated under New Hampshire and federal laws or 
regulations, as well as local projects which would pertain more exclusively to your community. 


Technical assistance is provided in a professional and timely manner by staff at the request of 
your Planning Board and/or Board of Selectmen. The Commission conducts planning studies 
and carries out projects that are of common interest and benefit to all member communities, 
keeps your officials apprised of changes in planning and land use regulation, and in conjunction 
with the New Hampshire Municipal Association offers training workshops for Planning Board 
and Zoning Board members on an annual basis. 


Services that were performed for the Town of Auburn during the past year are as follows: 


1) Co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture Series which was attended by Auburn 
officials; 

2) Adopted and printed copies of Hazard Mitigation Plan; 

3) Hosted Mixed-Use Development, Form-Based Zoning, Private Roads, and Traffic 
Impact Fees for SNHPC Planners’ Roundtable meetings which were attended by 
Auburn officials; 

4) Provided follow up assistance to the Town with CMAQ and TE grant applications; 

5) Began work on Master Plan Update, Capital Improvement Program, and Zoning 
Amendments project; 

6) Sponsored Regional Waste Water Treatment Planning and Water Supply Forums held 
on March 22, 2006 and November 17, 2006 at City of Manchester and PSH which 
was attended by Auburn officials; 

7) Prepared and submitted Brownfield’s Grant Applications for region on December 8, 
2006; 

8) Conducted traffic counts at 14 (fourteen) locations in the Town of Auburn and 
forwarded data to the Town’s Planning Board Chair; 

9) Facilitated meetings of the I-93 Committee with NHDOT attended by Auburn 
officials;

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AUBURN STORM WATER COMMITTEE 


The Auburn Storm Water Committee meets several times a year to review the town’s 
compliance with NPDES Stormwater Phase II requirements as required by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. Under the EPA guidelines the Town of Auburn must 
implement six minimum control measures and report the progress in our Phase II permit 
renewal. 


The six measures include: 
* Public education and outreach 
# Public participation and involvement 
# Illicit discharge detection and elimination 
= Construction site run off control 
* Post construction run off control 
* Pollution prevention and good housekeeping 


To achieve compliance several members of the committee have begun public education 
and outreach by visiting students at the Auburn Village School and Auburn Village 
Children’s Center to discuss what a watershed is and what our families can do to protect 
those resources. A watershed 1s defined as the geographic area in which all water 
running off the land drains to a given steam, lake, wetland or other water body. The size 
of the drainage area can be as small as your back yard or as large as several thousand 
square miles. 


Representatives from the Town of Auburn have joined area communities in a more 
regional approach to watershed protection. Members of the Auburn Conservation 
Commission partake in group activities with the Beaver Lake Watershed Association. 
These informative meetings include in put from biologist from the NH Department of 
Environmental Services which help to monitor the area waters. Bi-monthly meetings are 
also held with several area communities under the acronym S.W.A.T. (Storm Water 
Action Taskforce). These collaborative sessions allow community representatives to 
share ideas and resources, which has proven to be a successful venture especially since 
watershed boundaries often overlap town lines. 


Watch the Town of Auburn web site for local postings and suggestions to make sure you 
are following recommended guidelines around your home to protect the surrounding 
watersheds.

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AUBURN ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
Annual Report 2006 


The Auburn Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) considers applications for Special 
Exceptions, Variances, and Equitable Waivers. The ZBA also interprets the provisions of 
the Zoning Ordinance. In addition, when another town official or board makes a decision 
based on an interpretation of the Zoning Ordinance, that interpretation may be appealed 
to the ZBA. 


Whether an applicant seeks a Special Exception, Variance, or Equitable Waiver, it is 
imperative that he/she understands the ZBA has very little, if any, subjective powers. 
The applicant must satisfy all of the four or five requirements, depending on which relief 
he/she seeks. These requirements are mandated by the State of New Hampshire, and are 
listed on the application, which the applicant must complete and provide to the ZBA 
several weeks before the hearing. During the hearing, the ZBA decides whether the 
applicant has met the requirements. 


There’s a common misconception that the ZBA has written the Zoning Ordinance, or has 
the authority to amend it. Neither is true. The Zoning Ordinance 1s reviewed frequently 
by the Auburn Planning Board, and amendments are voted upon as warrant articles 
during the March Town Meeting. 


The Auburn ZBA meets on demand at 7:00 p.m. on the fourth Tuesday of each month. 
The meetings are held at the Auburn Town Hall and are open to the public. The public 
hearings are announced under Legal Notices in The Union Leader. Decisions of each 
hearing are posted at the Post Office and Town Hall. Minutes of each hearing are also 
posted at the Town Hall and are available on the town website. 


During 2006 the ZBA reviewed 50 applications in a nine month period. Many of the 
applications were for multiple requests for relief. Of the 14 special exception requests, 
11 were granted, 2 were continued, and one was tabled with no further action taken on 
behalf of the applicant. Of the 32 variance requests, 18 were approved, five were tabled, 
three withdrawn, four denied, and two were continued. Two requests to extend a 
variance were approved; in addition, the ZBA approved two Appeals of an 
Administrative Decision. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my sincere appreciation and thank all the members 
and alternates of the ZBA who give freely of their time, dedication, and expertise on 
behalf of the Town of Auburn. I would also like to encourage other town residents to 
consider volunteering and joining the ZBA. If anyone has an interest 1n joining the ZBA, 
please contact the Selectmen or stop by the Town Hall.

Also introduced were the members of the Auburn School Board: Elaine Hobbs, 
Chairperson; Kathleen Porter, Vice Chairperson; Nancy Pelton, Clerk; and members Robert Collins 
and Robert Hayes. 


Article 1: To accept the reports of agents, auditors and committees or officers chosen, and place them on 
file. 


Elaine Hobbs motioned that the article be moved as written. Seconded by Robert Collins. 


Mr. Steve Vanni questioned the Auditor’s letter in the annual report. Kathleen Porter responded that at 
the time the audit was done the new GASB (Government Accounting Standards Board) accounting 
practice had not been implemented because of time constraints. She added that as of the current fiscal 
year they are in compliance and up to standard. There was no further discussion on the article. Vote was 
taken and Article 1 passed. 


Article 2: To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate nine million, five hundred eleven 
thousand, eight hundred eighty-nine dollars ($9,511,889) for the support of schools, for the payment of 
salaries and benefits for the school district officials and agents, and for payment for the statutory 
obligations of the District. This article does not include appropriations voted in other warrant articles. 
(Recommended by the School Board) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Kathleen Porter made a motion that the article be accepted as written. Seconded by Elaine Hobbs. There 
was a brief discussion on the article. Vote was taken and Article 2 passed. 


Article 3: To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six hundred eighty-six 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($686,500) ($650,000 for the land, $36,500 for the commission) to 
purchase a 60.2-acre parcel described as Map 10, Lot 19 (corner of Dollard and Hooksett Road) and to 
authorize the withdrawal of six hundred seventy-seven thousand, seventeen dollars ($677,017) from the 
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Expendable Trust Fund created for this purpose by the 2002 annual School District meeting, with the 
balance of nine thousand, four hundred eighty-three dollars ($9,483) to be raised by general taxation. 
And further, to authorize the School Board to acquire the aforesaid land under such terms and conditions 
as the School Board shall determine are 1n the best interest of the School District. (Recommended by the 
School Board) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Robert Hayes made a motion to accept the article as written. Seconded by Kathleen Porter. Robert 
Hayes spoke to the article and gave a presentation on the land in question. A discussion followed. Vote 
was taken and Article 3 passed. 


Article 4: To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate fifty-seven thousand dollars ($57,000) 
for engineering costs, surveys, and land testing costs for the property described in Article 3. If Article 3 
is defeated, this article will be withdrawn. (Recommended by the School Board) (Recommended by the 
Budget Committee) 


Robert Hayes made a motion to accept the article as written. Seconded by Nancy Pelton. An 
explanation of the article was given by Robert Hayes. Discussion was held. Vote was taken and Article 
4 passed. 


Article 5: To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate forty-four thousand, four hundred 
dollars ($44,400) to replace the gymnasium roof at the Auburn Village School. (Recommended by the 
School Board) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Nancy Pelton made a motion to move the article as written. Seconded by Kathleen Porter. Nancy Pelton 
spoke to the article. There was no discussion. Vote was taken and Article 5 passed. 


Article 6: To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate up to the sum of twelve thousand, five 
hundred dollars ($12,500) to be placed in the Special Education Expendable Trust Fund, such sum to be 
funded from the June 30, 2006, undesignated fund balance (surplus). (Recommended by the School 
Board) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Elaine Hobbs made a motion to accept the article as written. Seconded by Nancy Pelton. There was no 
discussion. Vote was taken and Article 6 passed. 


Motion to adjourn was made by Stoney Worster, seconded by Robert Hayes. Meeting adjourned at 
8:15 pm.

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Principal’s Report 
2005-2006 


The 2005-2006 school year began on Wednesday, August 31, 2005. We opened school with an enrollment of 
605 students in grades 1-8. There were 30 classrooms with four homerooms in grades 1-5 and 7 and three 
homerooms in grades 6 and 8. New professional staff members included the following: Angela Cote, seventh 
grade language arts; Jessica Duffy, fourth grade; and Nichole Richard, grade three. Amy Wentworth-Godfrey 
joined our staff as school psychologist. Jodi Truman moved from library assistant to a full time secretary in the 
main office. Allison DiPietro was hired as part-time clerical assistant for the library. 


Reading support was again offered through all grade levels. Linda McHugh, the elementary reading specialist, 
supervised and provided support for students in grades one through four. Shelley Widdison provided reading 
support to students in grades 5 and 6 and a reading class to those regular education students in grade 7 and 8 who 
do not take foreign language. The two reading specialists also chaired the Student Assist Teams and served on 
the Language Arts Curriculum Committee at their respective levels. 


Auburn Village School qualified for limited Title I funding for the 05-06 year. The money was used to partially 
fund the salary of the remedial math teacher. Math support was provided to selected students in grades 2-6. 
Qualification standards for services were determined by Title I grant requirements. The NH Department of 
Education conducted an on site evaluation of our Title I program in March 2006. We received positive feedback 
from their evaluation. 


Anita B. Johnson continued as building principal. Susan L. Smith served as special education director. Eric 
Chase, who had served as assistant principal for 3.5 years, accepted a position as middle school principal in 
another community and left his post at the end of September. Sean Pine was hired as assistant principal and 
began his responsibilities in November 2005. 


The maintenance department, under the direction of Peter Barbuto, worked conscientiously to provide a safe, 
clean, and pleasant facility and environment for learning. For the second year, we removed old, worn carpeting 
from a section of classrooms, repainted the rooms, and put down tile flooring. Over the summer of 2005, the 
four interior middle school rooms were completed. Individual air conditioners were also placed in those rooms 
since they have no access to exterior ventilation. Sections of hallways were repainted. 


Also, during the summer of 2005, chain link fencing was installed around the upper sports field and an enhanced 
security system was installed in the building. Five video cameras were installed to continually monitor exterior 
doorways. New locks were installed to allow staff use of “KAD keys” to move students in and out of the 
building as needed (from portable classrooms or the playground). All doors to the building were locked with 
visitor access only through the main entrance during the day. This security system coordinated with the alarm 
system previously in place in the building. The increased security measures were not an indication of specific 
concerns about safety in our school or community; they were a proactive response to potential risks in our 
current society. 


Instrumental music lessons began in mid-September under the direction of certified music teachers, David 
Umstead and Bunny Saranita. The lessons were offered during after school hours at parents’ private expense. 
The program enjoyed growing success. The instrumental students performed at concerts on January 26" and 
May 31”. 


Our main curriculum focus in 2005-2006 was on math instruction. In the spring of 2005, the decision was made 
to adopt the Everyday Math Program for grades 1-5. Extensive training began immediately following the close 
of school in June 2005. All elementary teachers attended a full day of training immediately after school was out. 
At the end of June, a group of ten professionals attended a two-day institute in Maine: administration, classroom 
teachers, enrichment teacher, and special education teacher. The elementary staff also had two additional days of 
training in August 2005, prior to the opening of the school year. Training and consultation continued on district 
workshop days throughout the year. Much of the training was paid through federal Title IIA funding. 
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The middle school math staff focused on exploration and selection of an appropriate, standards based math 
program for grades 6, 7, and 8. Title IIA funds were also used to facilitate this process. In spring 2006, the 
committee decided to adopt the MathScape Program for the middle school grades. Training began in June 2006 
with implementation for the beginning of the 2006-2007 school year. 


Teachers at several grade levels continued to work on the Highly Qualified Teacher standards as determined by 
the federal legislation, No Child Left Behind. Because of their teaching assignments in our smaller middle 
school, teachers at the 7" and 8" grade levels needed to attain HQT status in more than one content area. All 
teachers in the school attained Highly Qualified Status in all required subject areas by the September 1, 2006 
deadline. 


Student assessment as linked to curriculum planning, instructional practices, and school accountability continued 
to be at the forethought of educational programs and national attention. For the second year, Auburn School 
District along with Candia and Hooksett used two assessment programs to monitor student progress and plan for 
students diagnostically. The primary students in grades one and two were assessed in early reading skills, a 
minimum of three times per year, using Dynamic Indicators of Basic Early Literacy Skills (DIBELS): early fall, 
mid winter, and spring. Students in grades 3-8 were assessed in the fall and spring using Measures of Academic 
Progress (MAP) testing from Northwest Evaluation Association (NWEA). The students were tested individually 
through the use of computers in the areas of reading, written language skills, and math. Results from both the 
fall and spring MAP testing were sent home to parents in May 2006. 


Another component of the No Child Left Behind legislation was mandatory state testing in the areas of reading, 
writing, and math for students in grades 3-8 by fall of 2005. In preparation for that requirement, the state of New 
Hampshire worked with Vermont, Maine, and Rhode Island to first determine grade level expectations in these 
three areas and then develop comprehensive tests that measured progress on those standards. In October of 
2005, Auburn Village School joined other public schools in the state in participating in the newly developed 
NECAP tests (New England Common Assessment Program). Students in grades 3-8 completed three sections 
each of a reading and math assessment. Students in grades 5 and 8 also completed an assessment on written 
language skills. Results from the October testing were released in March 2006. Individual student reports were 
sent home with parents. 


The results of the October 2005 NECAP assessment were utilized to determine the AYP, Adequate Yearly 
Progress, status of schools throughout the state. AYP information was first released in March 2006 and later 
recalled by the NH Department of Education. Determination of AYP was based not only on the overall scores of 
the students in each grade level, but also the scores of disaggregate populations within each of the grade levels. 
Disaggregate groups that especially influence the school status in Auburn include special education and socio- 
economics. Auburn did meet the AYP standard for 2005. While our overall scores met the increasingly rising 
proficiency percentages, our proficiency rate in our special education population did not meet the required 
percentage. However, we were not penalized because we raised our special education proficiency rate over 10 
percent from the previous NHEIAP testing in 2003. 


Under No Child Left Behind, the required percentage of students needed to score proficient and above on state 
testing will steadily increase until the year 2013, at which 100% proficiency status of all students will be 
mandated. 


The state also required our participation in the National Assessment of Educational Progress, NAEP testing 
program. The eighth grade class was selected to complete a 90-minute assessment in February 2006. Our 
participation becomes part of the national data bank on student performance; the school does not receive specific 
data on our students’ performance. 


Our middle school co-curricular sports program continued to thrive and grow during the year under the 
supervision of athletic director, Stephen Tewksbury. The co-curricular athletic program provided opportunities 
to participate in soccer, cross-country track, basketball, cheerleading, volleyball, softball, baseball, and lacrosse. 
All of our sports teams represented the school well, demonstrating team spirit and cooperation, good 
sportsmanship, and strong skill ability in their respective sports. All participants in our sports program needed to 
maintain eligibility requirements in academic studies and behavioral conduct during the school day. 


The accomplishments of the team members in all sports were recognized at the annual AVS Sports Awards 
Night on June 8, 2006. At that time Coaches’ Awards were presented to the following students: Cross country, 
Rilee Jordan; Boys’ Soccer, Kenny Caldwell; Girls’ Soccer, Katherine Betts; Boys’ Basketball, Dan McLean; 
Girls’ Basketball, Meagan Allard; Cheerleading, Angela Adorno; Volleyball, Kayla Granoff; Baseball, Tim 
Gregoire; Softball, Amber Craghead; Boys’ Lacrosse, Cody Carette; Girls’ Lacrosse, Samantha Gonzales. 


Grant monies from Title V and Title IIA allowed us to continue our after school homework support program for 
middle school students three nights a week throughout most of the academic year. Two staff members, Amanda 
Joaquin-Allan and Rhonda Campbell, provided academic support and organizational assistance to those students 
who attended Homework Club. A June survey of students, parents, and staff members indicated strong approval 
and appreciation for the program. 


Under the guidance of their advisor, Mrs. Roggenbuck, the Auburn Village Student Council again facilitated a 
wide range of community service projects and social events for the middle school. Student council officers for 
05-06 were as follows: President Danielle Archambault, Secretary Samantha Murray, and Treasurer Kara 
DiNatale. Fundraising activities included the magazine drive and the school wide popcorn days. The student 
council sponsored the middle school dances and the after school trip to Tri-Town Ice Arena. The student council 
helped the PTA with the Holiday Gift Shop and Bingo Night. May was the student council supported spirit 
month. The student council was again one of the three schools recognized with the Honor Council Award from 
the Granite State Middle School Student Council. 


The AVS Chapter of the National Junior Honor Society (NJHS) began its third year with nineteen members from 
seventh and eighth grade. NJHS members are selected by a committee of staff members based on evidence of 
scholarship, leadership, citizenship, service, and character. NJHS raised over $900 to purchase a ballistic and 
stab resistant vest for Rosco, Auburn’s police dog. Other service projects included a food drive and a fundraising 
dance. In May 2006, eight new members were inducted into the society. 


Other middle school co-curricular activities included the yearbook and chorus. The yearbook staff was fourteen 
strong with Allison Gonyea serving as editor and Mrs. Latvis as faculty advisor. The 05-06 yearbook was 
dedicated to Steve Tewksbury, our physical education teacher and athletic director. 


Mrs. Houle directed the middle school chorus. The chorus performed at the instrumental concerts in January and 
May. The winter concert was held December 14" with students in grades one and two performing. The spring 
concert on May 17" featured students in grades 3, 4, and 5. Both concerts were well attended and performed. 


Our school participated in Lego League competition for the third time in the fall of 05. Our team, Liquid Fire, 
earned the first place performance award at the regional meet at UNH. They placed 8" overall at the regional 
meet and moved on to the state tournament at Nashua North High School. Team members included Sean 
McGuire, Dillian Murray, Melanie Dusseault, Brandon Hammerstrom, Nick Newdorf, Connor Chadwick, Ben 
Hart, Ryan Janelle, Tyler MacPherson, and Alex Widdison. Dennis Hart and Iris Newdorf coached the team. 


The Lego League program has been sponsored through the generosity of our PTA, individual donations, and an 
Educational Alliance grant from Exxon Mobil. Lego League has become an established part of our enrichment 
program for students. Faculty advisor for this program was Jill Greeley. 


Raphael Bastik won our annual Spelling Bee with Ryan Amazeen placing second. Raphael represented Auburn 
Village School at the district bee in March in Manchester. Students in grades 5 through 8 competed in our 
“school bee”. 


We had an elementary Destination Imagination team composed of students from grades 3 and 4. Their team 
worked on the problem, “Back at You”; they had to design and build a delivery device and a return device that 
would send tennis and/or ping pong balls back and forth over an eight-foot travel zone. The team placed second 
at the regional meet on March 25 and moved on to state competition in Portsmouth on April 8". Team members 
included Ryan Purcell, Ethan Landry, Madison Egan, Michael Miller, Meghan McGuire, and Justin Poitras. 
Team managers were Ellen Purcell, Lisa Landry, and Eileen McDonald. 
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Our PTA continued to serve our school community in multiple ways. Officers for the year were President Heidi 
O’Connell, Vice President Marie Sullivan, Secretary Donna Kent, and Treasurer Martha Fitzsimmons. The fall 
fundraiser and membership drive were successful. Other income initiatives included the Box Tops for Education 
and Hannaford Helps Schools program. The Monster Mash was held on October 21“, and the Holiday Gift Shop 
occurred on December 20" (after two snow day cancellations). Book fairs were held in December and May. 
Other events included an ice cream social during our September 14" Open House, an art activity night in 
November, and an incredibly well attended BINGO night in March. The PTA again arranged after school Red 
Cross Babysitting Training. This training program has been well attended for the past two years. The PTA also 
promoted and facilitated donations of waterless hand sanitizers in order to decrease germs through the flu and 
cold season. 


The PTA sponsored several cultural events for the students. Manchester Youth Theatre performed for the middle 
school and worked with approximately 35 selected students to create and present original skits on adolescent 
issues. Author Amy McDonald met with elementary students on April 13". “The Science Guy” presented 
assemblies for all grade levels and workshops for selected students from grades 4-8. The assembly for first 
through third grade students was on transportation while fourth through eighth grade students enjoyed an 
assembly on simple machines. The PTA also furnished mini-grants to each grade level that provided for field 
trips or classroom presentations that enriched the curriculum for all students. 


Our annual artist in residence was Alice Ogden, a basket maker. Ms. Ogden worked with students in grades 3, 4, 
and 5 during the month of March. Students in third and fifth grade made “tree stars” while students in grade four 
made a simple basket. This annual program 1s facilitated by Mrs. Latvis and financed by the PTA. 


The PTA again sponsored Children’s Stage Adventures with a production of “The Fisherman and His Wife.” 
Students at all grade levels auditioned for parts in the musical drama. Those students not selected for a role were 
provided the opportunity to perform in the chorus. There were two performances of the production, Friday 
evening, February 10", and Saturday, February 11". Approximately 75 students performed in the production. In 
addition, each second grade class participated in a drama workshop during the week. This activity has become 
an annual event at AVS. 


The PTA Reflections Art Show was held on January 19". The theme was “I Wonder Why...” The entries, 
including works of art, photography, literature, and music, were displayed during the day in the library. An 
evening awards ceremony was held. We had 37 participants. Each participant was recognized with a certificate, 
ribbon of participation, and a $5 gift certificate to Barnes and Noble. Twenty entries moved on to the State 
Reflections Show. 


The PTA School Volunteer Program received the distinction of being selected for the Blue Ribbon of Excellence 
Award from the NH Partnerships in Education for the 2004-2005 year. This was the ninth year in succession that 
our volunteer group has been recognized for the excellence of its program. The school volunteer coordinators for 
2004-2005 were Dona Davis and Jennifer Reardon. Mrs. Reardon served as volunteer coordinator for the 2005- 
2006 year. We extend our appreciation to all our volunteers who help with school projects, classroom activities, 
clerical tasks, field trips, and PTA business and events. Their gifts of time and effort increase the level of 
services and opportunities for the students of AVS. 


Other events over the school year included Project Safeguard on March 21" for seventh grade parents and 
students. This annual event was funded through a federal grant and provided a family oriented “prevention 
education” program dealing with adolescent issues. There was also an invention fair for students in grades three, 
four and five on the evening of April 5". 


The school was pleased to have Officer Rick Gilman from the Auburn Police Department join our school 
community again this year. His involvement with students extended from class presentations on bike safety and 
other relevant issues to joining the early morning intramural basketball scrimmages. During the winter months 
he presented the DARE program to our fifth grade students. The ending celebration for DARE was held on May 
11". The brief ceremony included the presentation of certificates and the reading of selected student essays. 
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May and June were especially busy months as we planned for the close of the present school year and the start of 
the upcoming year. We continued the transition process initiated in June 2004. All students went home on the 
last day of school with the name of the homeroom teacher for the next grade level written on their report card. 
We also continued a “step up” program on the last day of school so that the students had an opportunity to meet 
their teacher for the 2006-2007 school year before summer vacation. This process was developed to reduce 
concern and facilitate a smoother transition of the students to a new classroom and the next grade. It has proved 
successful. 


The second Unified Arts “ Spring Soiree” was held on May 17". The Soiree featured displays and presentations 
from all areas of the Unified Arts Department: student art, model cars and hot air balloons from Tech Ed, and 
class projects from Family and Consumer Science. The evening started at 6:00 with physical activities organized 
by Mr. Tewksbury. French pastries were for sale in the cafeteria. The evening ended with the spring concert 
featuring students in grades 3, 4, and 5. The evening was well attended. 


Another end of the year event for the elementary students was the annual field days. Mr. Tewksbury coordinated 
the event with the assistance of the PTA and school volunteers. The PTA sponsored a snow cone machine and a 
dunking booth this year. The field events were scheduled for three consecutive mornings from 9-11:30: Grades 
1-2 on June 5", Grades 3 and 4 on June 6", and Grade 5 on June 14". (The fifth grade was rained out on their 
scheduled June 7" date.) 


Mother Nature provided her own share of surprises during the 2005-2006 year. During December, we had two 
snow days. The PTA Holiday Gift Fair was rescheduled twice, finally being held at the Safety Center just prior 
to school dismissal for winter holiday. We had no more snow days through the rest of winter. Then in May it 
rained and rained and rained. We cancelled school for two days following the “Mother’s Day Weekend” 
downpour. The playground and the front parking lot were underwater on May 15". While the creek crept up to 
within a few feet of the building, we did not have any water damage in the school. It was an unusual occurrence 
—a very wet spring. 


For the third year, we held a Middle School Awards Assembly to recognize and encourage the positive 
accomplishments of our middle school students in academics and beyond. This year’s program was on the 
morning of June 20". The entire middle school gathered to acknowledge and celebrate each other’s 
achievements during the year. Awards were presented for academic excellence in all content areas and 
participation in co-curricular activities. The assembly has become a positive addition to our middle school 
program. 


Graduation for the 62 eighth grade students was held on Wednesday, June 21“. As always, graduation was a 
time of celebration and reflection. Class officers, President Ben Hart, Vice President Hunter Jarvis, Secretary 
Megan Myers, and Treasurer Kelsey Douville, introduced the three honor speakers: Meagan Allard, Kara 
DiNatale, and Benjamin Hart. The eighth grade class’ gift to the Auburn School was a large AVS floor mat that 
was placed in the upstairs lobby outside the art room. 


The 2005-2006 school year closed on June 22", but the educational process has no end. It is a continuous, 
collaborative effort between home and school with the support of community. The children we serve and share 
are priceless to us individually and an invaluable resource collectively to our nation and the future of our world. 
We appreciate the support of the parents of our students, the Auburn community, our School Board, the SAU 
administrative team, the PTA, the town’s fire and police personnel, and others in providing a safe, enriched 
learning environment and educational program for the children of Auburn. Thank you for your continued 
consideration and cooperation.

Principal 
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School Board Chair’s Report 
2006 


On behalf of the Auburn School Board, it is my pleasure to issue this Annual School District Report. 
Over the past year, there have been some challenges and changes, yet our Auburn Village School has 
maintained its excellence in educating our children. The following initiatives and accomplishments 
deserve our acknowledgement, and I present them to give the Auburn citizens a snapshot of our plans 
for our educational system. 


The Board and IJ give thanks to the community for supporting us in providing exemplary educational 
services to our students. Our dedicated teachers and staff, in particular, continue to provide a high 
quality education for the children of AVS. We truly appreciate all that they do to make student learning 
their highest priority. The communication between the Auburn School District and the Manchester 
School District has been ongoing and we continue to work as a team to provide our high school students 
with many educational opportunities. 


In 2006, we said goodbye to our Superintendent, Armand LaSelva and Special Education Director, 
Susan Smith. We wish them well with their new endeavors. With their departures, we have hired two 
highly qualified people to replace them. We welcome, Dr. Charles P. Littlefield, Superintendent and 
Marge Polak, Special Education Director. They both have settled nicely into their respective positions 
and their wealth of experience and knowledge has become very important. We welcome back our 
Assistant Superintendent, Gail Kushner, our Business Administrator, Karen Lessard, our Principal, 
Anita Johnson, and our Assistant Principal, Sean Pine. The dedication and leadership of all these 
individuals, allows us to maintain the excellent environment and the quality education of the Auburn 
Village School. 


At the March School District Meeting, the voters overwhelmingly supported the purchase of a 58-acre 
parcel of land on Hooksett Road. As a result, on July 14, 2006, the Auburn School District finalized the 
purchase of the property. The Board and a very motivated committee have set forth to investigate what 
school configuration should be built on the property. The Board remains committed to proposing a new 
school building to alleviate the programming and space needs we currently have at AVS. Also, during 
the March School District Meeting, monies were approved to replace the gymnasium roof and for the 
School Board to continue to work with Team Design in studying the above mentioned piece of 
property. We also continue to add to a Special Education Expendable Trust Fund. This fund may be 
used to defray the costs associated with unexpected special education services for a student or students 
that were not accounted for within the annual budget. 


In June, the School Board, along with the SAU administration and building level administrators, drafted 
our annual goals. These goals were developed from our Local Education Improvement Plan and serve 
to guide our initiatives throughout the year. 


As mentioned above, we have focused a great deal of time and energy on investigating the potential of a 
new school on the new property, as well as what should be done with or to AVS. One of the many 
options that have been studied is to partner with Candia in a tuition arrangement for building a new 6- 
8"" grade school. We will be bringing forward a warrant article at this year’s School District Meeting to 
ask voters to approve monies for Planning and Design fees to take this option further. 
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Public kindergarten is something the Board discusses frequently. We are currently one of 13 districts in 
the Nation without approved kindergarten. The Board has decided that it is neither practical nor cost 
effective to add the program to the current AVS facility at this time. We will continue to study this 
issue and will hopefully have a plan for voter approval in the future. 


The Town of Hooksett has had an active committee formed to investigate the withdrawal from 
SAU #15. The Auburn School Board is not in favor of the withdrawal. We have taken an active role 
with the State Board of Education and have made our concerns very clear. We will continue to stay on 
top of this issue. 


The volunteers are to be 
commended for the amazing number of hours they dedicate. In 2006, the PTA sponsored AVS’s fourth 
engagement with Children’s Stage Adventures as well as holding many other functions within the 
school, all to benefit the students of AVS. Through endeavors such as these and the dedication of 
countless volunteer hours, our PTA has once again been distinguished as a Blue Ribbon Award 
Recipient by the NH Partners in Education. 


On behalf of each member of the School Board, I offer our appreciation for the active support of all 
those involved with the Auburn School District.
